ADJUDGED TO BE OF UBfiOUBD 



In Judge Batterton's court Tues- 
day A. R. Johns, Paris photogra- 
pher, was tried before a jury on a 
writ of lunatico inquirendo. 
The Jury, after hearing the testi- 
mony of physicians and others who 
had investigated Johns' mental state 
several weeks ago, returned a ver- 
dict adjudging h^ to be of unsound 
mind, and ordered him committed to 
the Eastern Kentucky Hospital at 
Lexington. 

The case of Mr. Johns is a most 
pathetia one. He easM hers a few 
years ago and purchased the photo- 
graphic studio then operated by L. 
C. Nonman. By hard work and his 
natural artistic talent he built up a 
lucratiro business and soon gained 
lank as one of the foremost photog- 
raphers in the State. In the past 
two or three months he had been 
I unusually active in finishing work, 
often working all night long. His 
health gradually grave way nninr 
the strain, which, coupled with an 
injudicious use of "substitutes" for 
stimulants to which he had become 
accustomed, affeet^ his aind. Rls 
hallucinations took various forms, 
he imagining he had inherited a vast 
sum of money, also that he had in- 
vented a substitute for whisky. A 
day or two hsfors his arrest his con- 
dition became worse, and he was 
placed under restraint. He was 
taken to a private sanitarium in 
Lexington, where physicians pro- 
nnnneed his case hopeless. The lu- 
nacy proceedings here Tuesday tsA- 
lowed their decision. 

Mr. Johns had a host of friends 
here, who regret excedingly the un- 
fortunate state to which hte had 
health, overwork and other causers 
hare reduced him. What disposi- 
lion is to be ,made of his business 
here ham not yet been determined.

The 1930 session of the Kentucky 
Legislature was called to order 
shortly after noon Tuesday with a 
large crowd present to witness the 
opening ceremonies and to hear 
Governor E^win P. Morrow deliver 
his me—tge. 

This is the first time in the his- 
tory of Kentucky that a Governor 
has delivered his message in person 
and it carried special impressive- 
nees ss i^oiDsn in the earnest, clear 
tones of the, gifted . Repablican exee- 
tive. 

The House and the Senate asssm- 

bled in their separate chajmbers and 
proceeded to routine business con- 
nected with the first day of the ses- 
sion. Officers for both of the houses 
selected in the party caucuses Mon- 
day night were elected without de- 
lay and Representative Joseph Bcs- 
worth. of Middlesboro, assumed the 
chair as Speaker of the House. He 
was heartily congratulated by hit- 
Democratic opponent. James H. 
Thompson, Bourbon County Repre- 
sentatlTS. 

Following other routine matters 
and consideration of the resolution 
for ratification of the constitutional 
amendpient for national wmnan's 
snlTrage, the two legislative bodies 
convened in joint session in the 
hoiue to hear the message. 

Confining himself almost entirely 

to the pledges and promises made to 
the people of Kentucky in the plat- 
fMpa of both political parties iu the 
campaign last fall. Gov. Morrow 
in his message urged the elitfiinatfdn 
of every useless office and official, 
the ratification of the Woman Suf- 
frage amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, enforceiDient of the 
prohibition amendment adopted at 
the election in November, the enact- 
ment of a law to carry into effect the 
provisions of the anti-mob amend- 
ment to the constitution and legisla- 
tion to provide for improvesunt of 
the public school system of Ken- 
tucky, particularly in the rural dis- 
trlets. where are heing taught 80 
per cent of the children of Ken- 
tucky, the Governor said. 

Governor Morrow recommended 
that, the arbitrary power of the 
State Tax Co mmlBBl e s - ttr ' increase 
assessments be limited and. that 
counties whieh might be increased 
by the State Board be given the 
right to take their case to the Court 
of Appeals. He recommended legis- 
lation that imight be necessary to 
take both the schools and the courts 
out of politics, with a change in the 
constitution to permit this to be 
done with regard to State and coun- 
ty Superintendents of Schools. 

The Governor also recommended 
legislatloB that would permit him to 
keep his promises to Uie people in 
legard to the State Board of Tdn- 
trol. and the entire, co^mplete and 
thorough elimination of the "flre- 
puttenHint" as a ftetor in State pol- 
iUcs by the abolition of the State 
Fire Marshal's office and the placing 
of the office under the direction of 
the Commissioner of Insurance. 

Declaring that the primary elec- 
tion system had proved faulty inso- 
far as it related to State matters, the 
Governor urged the legislature to 
sjmend the law so that it should not 
apply to nominations for State offi- 
cers, saying that the system deterred 
men of standing who might other- 
wise be induced to run for public 
office from entering what would in- 
tvitahly prove to be an expensive 
contest to cover the entire State. 

The State of Kentucky, through 
its Legislsture, ratified the Federal 
constitutional amendfment, granting 
suffrage to women Tuesday after- 
noon, by an overwhelming vote in 
both ' Houses. 

In the Senate the vote stood 30 to 
s. and in the House of Representa- 
rivis th(' measure carried 72 to 25. 
l3ourboii's Representative. .Tames H. 
I'hompaon. voted for the ratification 
of the amcndThent. 

It va? the twenty-fourth State to 
officially endorse the amendment. 

News that Rhode Island was the 
twenty-third State to ratity the 
measure was hailed with delight. 

The Lcf^islature, after spending 
considerable time in wrangling and 
becopiinp adjusted to conditions, ad- 
journed Tuesday until next Monday. 

This Is in aecordanee with the 
usual rustom. the interim being 
created for the purpose of allowing 
for the selecticm of stand inj; commit^ 
tees, and for the foliation of rules 
which will govern procedure in the 
two houses. In the Senate the all- 
Democratic rules committee selected 
Monday will fulfill bol^h of thf«e du- 
iies under the direction of Chair- 
man Charles M. Harris. Democratic 
l<^ader. Speaker Boswortb will najme 
i !he standinj; committees in the 
llou.-e. auci to thi^s end arranged for 
confv'«"ces with other members <<f

The Bourbon Tobacco Warehouse 
Company held^ block sale on their 
Paris and Bourbon houses and No. 

3 floors combined. Sojme of the bas- 
kets went as high as |1.03. The 
quality of tiM offerings was good. 
The floor averages and other statis- 
tics could not be obtained last night. 

One crop of 2,465 pounds, belong- 
ing to Louis Rash, sold for an aver- 
age of $77.16. CUy ft Witgoner's 
crop of 2,020 pounds brought an 
average of $94.28 and one belong- 
ing to T. W. Current. 2.190 pounds 
brought an average of $87.30. 



Despite the bitter cold weather 
and the other generally diseomfOrt- 
ins: conditions the tobacco trade wa? 
brisk at the sales held Tuesday. 
There was a large attendance and 
the i^tereuBt in the markets seemed 
to be as strong as at prsvlous sales. 
The market w as strong on good col 
ory tobacco, which brought ss high 
as one dollar a pound. IMcss are 
increasing on the lower grades, and 
these tjrpee are barely holding their 
own. Receipts continue to run 
heavy, with the exception of Wed- 
nesday, when slippery roads deter- 
red many fntai bringing their offer- 
ings to the market. 

The block sale of Monday was 
concluded Tuesday at the Independ- 
ent House. From there it went to 
the Bourbon Houaa The sale Tues- 
day resulted In the disposal of 160,- 
195 potmds for a money value of 
$77,003.35. making a floor average 
of $4«.«T. 

At the Bourbon Warehouse in 
Tuesday's sale a total oC 241,890 
d>ounds was disposed of for a money 
value of $117,968.90, an average of 
$48.7d. The quality of the offer- 
ings was only fair. Several crops in 
this sale were brought here from 
Montgcpnery and Clark counties. 

The Faris market showed in- 
creased strsttgth and tone at .the 
sales held Wednesday. Several 
crops frqm surrounding counties 
were sold at good pnces. their own- 
ers remarking that in the future 
they wooM tiring all their tobacco 
to this market to be dispoeed of. 
^The liig^eat price obtained at this 
sale was $1.01. and the lowest 
eighteen cents a pound. The re- 
ceipts were heavy and the quality 
of the olfering a little bit better 
than at the Tuesday sale. 

The Independent House No. 2 sold 
a total of 143,115 pounds for $74,- 
Y26.79, a floor average of $52.21. 
The sale for the day then shifty to 
the Paris House of the Bourbon To- 
bacco Warehouse Company, where a 
full floor was on, resulting in a 
blocked sale, no report being obtain- 
able at- that Ume. 

Bvery farmer and grower In Bour- 
bon county should be interested In 
maintaining the Paris market, ad- 
fmittedly one of the best in Central 
Kentucky. The reports received 
each week from the warehMises 
show the local market to be near the 
top notch in the matter of sales and 
high averages. It costs a lot of 
money to send tobacco to other 
markets 4nd to pay all the expenses, 
while the market here is as good for 
the sajme quality as anywhere else. 
Be loyal to hone institutions.

Cattle receipt", 
however, decreased 290,000.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 



WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. — The 
grepiteat round-u^ of radicals in the 

nation's history was conducted last 
week by the government, acting 
through Department of Justice 
agents in thirty-three cities, stretch- 
ing from Coast to Coast. 

At midnight ^porta ind}eat>d that 
move' than l.'BOO members of the 
Communist and Communist Labor 
parties, against whom the raids were 
directed, were in custody and Depart- 
ment of Justice officials expressed 
the opinion that daylight would see 
twice that number behind the bars. 

Not alone was the roundmp tiie 
laxgeat yet conducted by the govern- 
ment hi ita effort to rid the country 
of radicalism, but, in the view of the 
officials, it was the most thoroughly 
carried out. Department of Justice 
agents had been instructed several 
days ago and at 9 o'clock Friday 
night the move was begun on the 
radical headquarters, whether in 
Portland, Me., or Portland, Ore. 

Department of Justice operatives 
Were directed to catch the radicals 
^Vftii the goods on," and that these 
instructions were carried out was evi- 
denced in reports, particularly <rom 
New Yorlh where the offices of com- 
munist newspapers were raided, and 
from New England, where consider- 
able literature prepareci for dissem- 
ination by the two parties was seizedt 

The primary objects of the raids, 
Assbtant Attorney Ganend Garvan 
announced, was the ohtainii^ of evi- 
dence upon which the Department of 
Labor might proceed with the d^^r- 
tation of undesirables. 

The larger cities in which raids 
were conducted follow: 

New York, Baltimore. Boston, 
Buffalo, Chicago, Cleveland, Denver, 
Des Moines, Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
Hartford, Indianapolis, Jacksonville, 
Kansas City, Los Angeles, Louisville, 
Milwaukee, Newark, Omaha, Phil- 
adelphia, Pittsburg, Portland (Me.). 
Portland (Ore.), Providence, San 
Francisco Scranton, Spokane, St. 
Louis, St. Paul. Springfield (Mass.), 
Syracuse, To'edo and Trenton. 

Minor raids wara made in other 
cities. 

The biggest "bag" of the radicals 
was made in New York, where at 
midnight mare than 800 had been ar- 
rested and sent to Ellis Island. From 
a dozen New England cities 300 or 
more of tl^e Communists were gath- 
ered and in Detroit the raiders fount^ 
plentiful supply, taking about 300 
into custody. Chicago and Philadel- 
plentiful upply, taking about 300 in- 
to custody. Chicago and Philadel- 
phia supplied more ^an 120 and 
Buffalo about 100. 

A laigar aamber than in any previ- 
ous raid was reported from praetical- 
ly all-oftha dtUHL 

The object of the raids, Assistant 
Attorney General Garvan said, was 
to obtain for submission to the De- 
partment of Labor cases for depor- 
tation of **a very large number of 
our most dangerous anarchists and 
radical agitators.** Agents of the 
department, he added, went ^ut pre- 
pared to catch^the radieids "Srith the 
goods on." 

Ii^ connection with announcement 
of the raids Friday night. Attorney 
General Palmer made public a letter 
which he had written to Barclay 
Hoyne, State's Att'>riiey for Cook 
County at Chicago, in which Mr. 
Hoyne was requested to defer the 
local raids eondaeted thaia T h uf sday 
night. 

Mr. Palmer explained in his letter 
that the Department of Justice had 
planned a nation-wide campaign 
against the- same people which were

to ha-nMed hy Mir. Rosme's agents 
in Chicago. Department officials 
said they were without information 

as to whv the Chicago raids went 
through Thursday night when Mr. 
Hoyne had full information as to the 
plans of federal agents to do the 
same work Friday night. 

The general charge of attempting 
to overthrow the government by 
force and violence was placed against 
the persons arrested during the raids. 
Official^ declared they believed that 
several hon^iad members of the 
Communist and Communist Labor 
parties would be behind the bars be- 
fore morning. 

Officials here declared the nation- 
wide round-up was the most com- 
pletely planned and the machinery 
was the best oiled for this of any 
raids launched against the radical 
element in this country. It was ar- 
ranged some ten days ago that the 
raid should take nlace Friday night, 
and confidential . communications 
were sent to Deimrtment of Justice 
representatives and United States At- 
torneys in the thirty-three cities. 

Department of Justice agents de- 
sired most of all to capture incrimin- 
nting document, not so much of the 
literature and pronoganda, but 
papers showing details of the com- 
munist organizations in each city. 
It was indicated that if such evidence 
were obtained, deportations of the 
persons eoneemed wtoidd he 'an easy 
matter. 

As in tile ease of the members of 
the Union of Rusrian Workers, sev- 
eral score of whom were abroad the 

transnort Buford. which sailed from 
New York ten days ago, membership 
cards in the organization were re- 
garded by officials as constituting 
the best documentary evidence on 
which to base deportation cases. 

Official*: said the onlv difference 
between the Communist party and 
the Communist Labor party was one 
of leaderriiip. Both liave been en- 
deavoring to brin? about the estab- 
lishment of a soviet form of govern- 
ment in this country since their or- 
f'anizntion last Hejitimber^ iiccotdteg 
to officials. 

Document*! gathered hy federal 
aeents recent 'y show conclusively, it 
was said, that plans were drawn up 
hy the leadsrs of each of these par- 
tie<( ta ^iFOoa a score or ^more of 
noyiefa throughout the conntiry.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8. — Sweeping 

raids against "Redb" by Federal 
agents, which netted almost 700 
prisoners last Friday night, were re- 
sumed at 7:30 Monday night when 
10 large automobiles and two army 
transport wagons left local headquar- 
ters of the Department of Justice to 
round up Commnn|gti and other sedi- 
taon mpngait wlw aieaped tha fbcit 
dmg— t. 

Witli tlie amrt on a deportation 
warrant of Gregory Weinstein, "chief 
of staff" for Ludwig C. A. Martens, 
Soviet Russia's "Ambassador," de- 
partment officials announced they 
were hunting big game in their ef- 
fort to rid the 'country of the most 
dangerous alien Ai)archists plotting 
the overthrow of the Government by 
violence. 

Rated as Trotsky's "best friend" 
here and m eo-wwker with lum on the 

Russian languafe ndical newqpper, 
Novy Mir, Weinstein's position in 
the soviet bureau ranked virtually 
on a par with Martens', it was stated. 

His duties as "Chancellor" gave to 
him control of money and propagan- 
da distributed equaled only by that 
of Martens, and his activities were 
greater, it was declared. 

Victor Wolodin, former manager 
of the Novy Mir, and said to have 
been another co-worker with Trotz- 
ky, was swept into the Goverment's 
diacnsty and sent to Ellis Island in 
4he wake of Weinstein. NeiHier of 
the two men would talk, each stand- 
ing on his riRrht to maintain silence 
until he could obtain counsel. 

Department of Justice agents said 
they would w^ork until the last de- 
portation warrant they had was 
served. Relief from congestion on 
Elli.s Island, flooded with foreign 
radicals since the raids Friday night, 
was promised in the reported 
offer by the War Department to 
make available Camp Upton, Long 
Island* as a concentration camp. 

Attempts to obtain release from 
Ellis bland of a number of ^ rad- 
icals held there started Monday, 
when attorneys began applying for 
writs of hsfciiii torpos in tlMfo be- 
half. 

The joint legislative committee in- 
vestigating seditious activities in New 
York descended agrain Monday on the 
foreign-language radical press, in- 
cluding the Novy Mir, Communist 
World, Elmore and Rabitnik, to seize 
exerything in th^ way of evidence 
overlooked in raids Saturday night. 

In all instances tlie safes were 
opened and their content taken for 
examination. At tSie Rabitnik office 
committee agents had to drill their 
way into the safe to reach its con- 
tents. 

Supreme Court Justice Davis Mon- 
day night declared Dr. Michael Mis- 
leg, Treasurer of Novy Mir, to be in 
contempt of the committee for hav- 
ing refused to answer questions. 

Dr. Misleg also was Treasurer of 
the Russian Socialist Federation until 
I his examination hf tlM eeinmittee. 
IThis federation was engaged in 
I spreadin^r members throughout ^tlie 
i country. Dr. Mislejr admitted.
